We'do not oxpect to hoar vory 
much that ia now rogarding tho 
Govornmont’s plans for improv- 
ing the distribution of wator in 
Hongkong as a rosult of tho 
questions which aro boing put at 
to-morrow's mooting of the Log- 
islative Council by the Hon. Mr. 
Holyosk. Tho progent year, dur- 
ing which wo haye had moro 
than an avorago rainfall, bas 
shown that our problom is not 
‘|ono of lack of water, but, rathor, 
ono of adoquato diutribution of 
what is in storage, No now 
rosorvoira are being built ou tho 
istand, but the oxisting roservoirs 
are boing fed by onlarged vatch- 
{ment aroas, Thoro will, of cours, 
bo a groatly increased supply 
when tho Shing Mun Valloy 
schomo, ix in operation, but wo 
foar that will bo somo time yot. 
This schomo, ag has alroady boon 
stated, contemplates tho ovontual 
provision of nine new storage 
roscrvoirs, having on aggrogato 
capacity of somo four and o half 
million gallons, or more than 
holf tho present storago capacity 
on tho island. Under that scheme, 
a pipo is to bo taid across tho 
harbour bed ond the water dis- 
charged into w service reservoir

Tho Britiah and Fronoh dologations have agreed to tho torms of 
the protocol as rogards tho application of ponaltion for broaches of 
the covenant of the.Longue., Tho outstanding points havo boen ro- 
ferred to London for approval. Tho ternie of tho protocol wore oon+ 
sidored to-day by tho sub-committoe, to whigh tho chairman, M. 
- Bones, oxplainod tho viows of tho delegations. , 
: According to on unofilcial statement, the protocol ia a vory im- 
portant psaco pact, and contains ton articles and two appendices in 
_ addition to a long proamablo omphasiving the necessity for arbitrat- 
jon and for real gonoral disarmamont. Tho Intornational Court at tho 
Hague and the Council of the Loaguo' are donignated arbitrators, and 
arbitration is mado compulsory on all signatorios. Whon orbitra- 
tion bo accepted by partios toa dispute, comminsions of military 
ant! civilian oxports nominated by the Council of tho Loague shall 
immediatoly procecd to the two countries to organiso domilitarised 
zones, and'provont attompts at mobilization. 

Tho documont provides for military ond aconomio 
sanctions, whilo tho Council of the Loagite shall ap- 
point a commission to investigate vffoctive moans of assuring 
ti blockado immediately the aggressor bo detormined.
